THE INSTITUTE

TEACHERS OF THE COUNTY AS.
SEMBLED AT COURT HOUBE.

Three Hundred Teachers of Lacka-
wanna County Are Now Meeting in

Their Twenty-Becond Annual In-
stitute—The Work of Enrollment
Occupled the Morning Session.
Miss Loulse Connolly, of New
York, and Dr. SBherman Davis, of
Indiana, Made Addresses.

Fully three hundied teachers, nsgeme-
bled from all over Lackawanna Eounty,
were present in the main room of the
court house yesterday morning, when
County Superintendent J. . Taylor
tapped hig bell and ealled to order the
twenty-gecond annual Institute of the
neEgnclotion,

The entire morning seselon was des-
voted to the distributing ol note-books,
musle books and programmes, and the
work of enrollment, which was In
charge of the following committee: F.
L. Thompson, chalrman, Newton; Aug-
ust Ollendike, Dickson; M. M, O'Hoyle,
Archbald; James Wilson, Heott: 8 B,
Wage, LaPlume; ¢, B, Weber, Old
Forge: James J. Powell, Muoosic.

While this work was in progress a
genernl soclal sesgion was held, many
of the teachers seeing euch other for
the first time sinee last year's institute,
and friendly relationg belng renewed
and ties of friendship bound still
tighter, The seene of the institute pre-
gents o far diferent appearance than
It does during court. The judge's bench
Is hidden from view by a large black-
board and charte, and nn upright plano
I# pluced where memberz of the bar
can usuially be scen addressing the
court.

NO ENTERTAINMENTS.

A departure will be made this year at
the Institute, In the absence of even-
Ing entertainments. These have been
omitted from the course, ng the insti-
tute fund was not large enough to war-
rant a fivst-clase 8t of speakers with-
out ralzing the envollment fee,

The afternoon seasion was opened hy
the teachers, led by Profossor Join T,
Watkins, of this ecity., singlng “My
Country, 'tis of Thee” 1'nder Pro-
ressgor Watking' divection several other
gongs wore also prendered,  Superin-
tendent Taylor then introduced Misy
Loulge Connolly. an author and lecs
turer, of New York elity, as a lady
whom all prezent wonld be plensed to
hear, as one experienced in institnt.
work and whose audress could not help
but being Interesting and ingtructive

Mizgs ‘onnolly’s subject was “The
Home and the School” “Home," sald
she, “Is wherever your family may b
The family is an organism. If I, as n
member of my family, am hurt or djs-
graced, my whole famiiy {erls the in-
Jury or the stigma., Home means all
poetry, At home the fundamental
principles of education arve instilled In
every child's breast,

“The school introduees a brand new
principle into the child's life, e there
Inses his Individoality and for the fivst
time meets with veal justice and be-
comes subordinate to the will of others,
the teachers Into whose care he |s en-
rusted.

SHOULD COME CLEAN.

“The can demand frimm  the
home first that the child comes o
school elean,  The teachers can algo
demand from the home that the nar-
ents do not gossip about them, as 1
know is a custom parvticularvly in some
of the Southern states,

“Then, too, another source of objec-
tlon Is thuat the parents always come to
school in a gvoup the first day that the
child beging hlg primary work, and on
the last day, on commencement, neither
day of which can be taken at all as a
criterion of school worl, And in the
great Intermedbinte period they rarely
come near the gchool.

“The school, in turn, should send
back the child to the home just as he
came, unsullled in person and mind,
ecess I8 the great problem which pre-
gent It=elf o the American teacher. Tt
Is our busginess 1o prevent the chil-
dren’s morals being spolled and evil
habits contracted  during this short
period, Democracy =hould be encour-
aged in the public schools, and the
childven be taught o mingle and asso-
clate with ecach ather lreely, no mattep
what thely paventage or soclal rank
Is."*

Migs Connolly closed  her remarks
with n plea for the purents with cohils
dren in the High schools, and askel
the teacher to try to hold the voung
peaple to thelr natural affectlon for
thely  pavents and not let It wane
through the fact thut & Hitle advanced
learning puts them on o higher edu-
cational plane than poorly educated
fathers and motheis,

T, Palne, president of the Abing-
ton Turnplke company and one of Lhe
organi#ers of the Northern Bou'evard
company, which will lease the 1nrn-
pike and transform it ivto a boulevar:d,
ridicules Clty Solicitor Vosbuors's at-
tempt to securean writ of quo warranto
to compel the boulevard company Lo
show cause why [t newly
charter should not be revoked,

“1 guess he'll be n long time gecur-
Ing that writ,” suld Mr. Palne (o n
Tribune man., *1 think I know a little
about writs of guo warranto, hav-
Ing had experience with them before
Mr, Vosburg was ever a lawyer. He
can't get a wrlt of guo warrants until
we do something that I8 forbidden by
our charter,

“Of course, If we open up o depart-
ment store or go Into the milk bhusi-
ness or do something else that we
hove no anthority to do, why he can
el oul a writ, but it's useless for him
to attempt [t until we do something
of that gort."

Spcaking of the condemnation pr-
veedings which arefwoon (o be begun,
My, Paine sald:

“This condemnation idea is positive-
Iy absurd. They'll find that out before
they get very far along with It, They
propose (o condemn that portion of
the road Iyving within the city lmlits,
but there f8n't & toll-gate on the
whole stretch of it.

The people can drive over any part
of the road within the clty lhimits at
present without paying any toll,

REFUSES TO
DRAW THEM

CITY CLERK LAVELLE TAKES A
DETERMINED STAND.

Will Not Draw Orders on New COity
Bills Charge d by the Controller to
the Judgments and Incidentals Ap-
propriation Until All 0ld Bills
Charged Against his Account Are
Pald—Discovers That There 1Is
$10,587.12 in 0ld Bills Btanding
Against This Appropriation.

Clty Clerk Lavelle again refussd yes-
terday, for the gccond time within the
past few weeks, to draw warrants on
bills sent up to his office by Controller
Howell and charged to the judaments
and incldentals approprigtion by that
official,

The two bills sent up ageregated In
amount a lHttle over $300 and were for
rervices rendared by Clty Solleltor Vosg-
burg In connectlon with the Abington
turnpike muddle and for work done by
the Barber Asphalt company in pav-
ing a little strip of atrect on Penn ave-
nue, in front of properiy belonging to
the Handley estate.

BBoth these bl were  contracted
within the past two months, and Mr.
Lavelle's reason for refusing to draw
warrants for them was because he be-
lieves that bllla contracted a yeny or
more ago, and charged to thiz aceount,
should be pald first.

He was antisfled that there were a
large number of old claims on file
against this mecount, but in orvder to
ascertain the exact amount he caused
his psslstant, Mr. Morris, to make an
examination, The latter did o, and
found that there are on file In the con-
troller's office sundry bills and judg-
ments  dating from March 2, 1889,
amounting to $10,687.12, charged agalnst
the judgments and Incldentals appro-
priatlon, 'This does not include, of
course, the judgments on fila In tha
prothonotary’s office, which amount to
upwards of $60,000.

An examination of the ledger
vealed that there Is o balance of §3,-
222,55 atill remalining In the appropria-
tion, $3.277.20, a Dbalance remalning
from the fund set aslde several years
ago for the purchase of Nay Aug park,
having recently been merged Into the
appropriation by the controller.

A few hours after the examination of
the books by Mr. Morrig, three of the
oldest outstanding bills against the ac-
count, amounting to over $350, were
sent upstairg by the controller to have
warrants drawn for them. This City
Clerk Lavelle will do; but he announced
to A Tribune man that under no con-
slderation whatever would he draw
any warrants for any bills except those
thiat come to him in regular order,

He belleves that the controller, Kknow-
Ing that there is a balance of over §3.-
000 in the appropriation, should im-
mediately proceed to wipe that balance
out by paving a sufficient number of
the oldest billa and judgments to ag-
gregate that amount. He says that
Mr. Vosburg and the Barber Asphall
company will have to walt their turn,
a8 have the others.
